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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's assertion is that Watada does not 
teach that the chip is to be adhered to the card. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Watada teaches the use adhesives to laminate the 
sheets of a card together and additionally teaches that a chip should be embedded in the card. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to perfect the embedment of the chip in the card by the same adhesion as the lamination of the card. Additionally, an adhesive 
would beneficially used to protect the internal components of the chip itself. It should also be noted that applicant argues, at page 3 of the 
immediate correspondence, that Watada teaches the milling of a hole through the card itself. This is incorrect. Watada teaches one hole 
milled to a depth of 630 nm and a wider hole milled over the top of the first hole and having a depth of 1 50 nm. Thus the total depth of the 
milled holes is 630 nm. Given the depth of the wider hole, which creates a ledge on which the chip will rest, the chip would naturally sit on 
the adhesive layer that laminates the top two sheets of the card, and therefore the chip would be adhered to the card. 
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
